Dr. Hurwitz Says Jews Themselves 
Are Responsible for Present 
Status

Dr. Henry Hurwitz, Grand Chan- 
cellor of the Inter-Collegiate Menorah 
Association, was welcomed last Thurs- 
day evening in Corcoran Hall by a 
large number of Hebrew students of 
George Washington University and 
members of the local chapter of that 
society. Rabbi L. J. Schwefel, of the 
Sixth Street Synagogue, and Dr. W. 
A. Wilbur, Dean of Columbian Col- 
lege, were also greeted and addressed 
the organization. 

Chancellor Hurwitz reviewed the 
history of the Jewish national litera- 
ture and urged the development of 
modern forms of it based on the Jew’s 
known traditional knowledge of art 
and culture. 

Decrying the present relationship 
of the Jew with the balance of the 
world, Chancellor Hurwitz declared 
that it was the Jew himself who is 
to blame in a majority of cases. 
“This?’ he said, “is because the Jew 
does not know his own people, and 
is not able to appreciate them and 
so explain them to the other members 
of human, society.” The Jew of a 
boastful nature too deserves censure 
for present misunderstandings. The 
Menorah Society, he continued, can 
aid considerably in bringing about a 
readjustment of social conditions by 
elimination of both of these faults in 
its ranks. 

Dean Wilbur lauded the work of 
the Association and assured it of the 
University’s continued support of the 
society’s activities where at all prac- 
ticable. 

The next meeting of the Menorah 
Society is scheduled for Tuesday, 
April 21, in Corcoran Hall. It is 
expected that the long-heralded musi- 
cal©, entirely of Hebraic composition, 
will be given at this time.

A beautiful copy of the Ary Schaef- 
fer portrait of General Lafayette, 
painted and donated to the University 
by Mrs. Minnigerode Andrews, was 
unveiled in Chapel, Monday, April 6 , 
by Marguerite Daly, president of the 
senior class of Columbian College. 

The picture is taken from the old 
historic portrait which has for years 
hung in the House of Representatives, 
on the left of the speaker. On the 
right of the speaker hangs the' paint- 
ing of George Washington, holding 
jointly with his French friend the 
place of honor in the House. The 
original work is one of the finest of 
the numerous great works of Ary 
Schaeffer, the Dutch painter of that 
time. 

The unveiling of the picture by 
Marguerite Daly was followed by an 
all too short talk by Mrs. Andrews. 
In a language sparkling with wit, and 
an accent unmistakably Virginian and 
thoroughly delightful to all her hear- 
ers, Mrs. Andrews told of her concep- 
tion of Lafayette, first, as a young 
man at Metz, and then as an old worn- 
out but indomitable soldier visiting 
for the last time his American 
friends. 

It is as an old man that Lafayette 
is pictured in the portrait by Mrs. An- 
drews; an old man with a grim, stem 
face, and hair untouched by gray. It 
was made at the time of his final visit 
to America, when he was present at 
the first commencement of George 
Washington University. The hun- 
dredth aniversary of this event was 
celebrated on the fifteenth of last De- 
cember, and Jean Jules Jusserand, 
Ambassador from France, set another 
precedent when he spoke at the Me- 
morial Services for his countryman.
